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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The drawings are objected to because reference numeral 58 in Fig. 2 is not drawn to the 
groove in block 52. See Fig. 3. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 5, line 14, 
"22" should be —2 lb--. Appropriate correction is required. 
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3. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 8, line 7, "said 
spacers" lacks antecedent basis. It would appear that "spacers" should be -sensors-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Bement. 

Bement discloses a method of determining the velocity of detonation of a metal-clad 
explosive fuze (Fig. 3) comprising placing a first sensor 29 at a first location and a second sensor 
27 at a second location, igniting the fuze at a third location 58, wherein the sensors are 
electrically contacted as the fuze detonates at that sensor's location (claim 10, lines 1-5) and 
determining the velocity of detonation from the time difference between the actuation (short 
circuiting) of each sensor. 

Regarding claim 5, short-circuiting to ground (col. 4, lines 11-12) comprises a voltage 

change. 

6. Claims 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. San Miguel discloses a system for measuring plate deformation caused by explosive 
shock waves wherein probe pins P are contacted by the plate 32 and timed differences between 
contacts are used to compute the instantaneous velocity of the deformation.
